Judge Coolidge came up from Niles 
this morning and wound up the no fin­ 
ished business of tbe June term of the 
circuit court. This completed 
the 
judge heard further arguments on tbe 
appltcatlon for a receiver of the Ben 
ton Harbor Electric Railway & Transit 
Company. 
He recommended as 
means by which an adjustment of the 
matter could be reached that another 
director be elected which would re­ 
move the deadlock now existing—tbe 
board standing three and three'—and 
enable one or tbe other of tbe two fac> 
tions to proceed with the transaction 
of the company’s business. 


Lawyer Valentine, representing the 
complaining stockholders, saw some 
objection to such a proposition. He 
maintained that there could still exist 
a spirit of discord which would greatly 
Interfere with the progress of the 
building operations. 
Then too, the

holders that each possesses a majority 
of the stock would necessarily lead to 
serious complications in the election of 
a seventh aireotor.

«Pittsburg, Sept. 15.—A large number 
of mines in this district started yester­ 
day and a still larger number were In 
working order this morning. At least 
6,000 of the rail miners will be at work 
by this evening, and quite a number of 
river diggers will also resume. Presi­ 
dent Patrick Dolan yesterday met the 
men of the Wheeling division at Flnley- 
vllle. He made a speech to 1.000 of them 
and gave his views of the ten-day clausa. 
As a result they unanimously agreed to 
start to work today. With the exception 
of the Anderson mine all of them will 
be busy while the convention Is being 
held In Pittsburg today. The exception 
Is on account of Improvamenta neces­ 
sary before the men can work. But at 
the Anderson mine the men will be 
handlli^ picks again as so6n aa they 
caul get In. The Pittsburg and Chicago 
Gas Coal company, which owns the 
mines at Gaatonvllle, Snowden and the 
first pool, has had men at work below 
the rate. They have been told that they 
will now get the same rate as paid In 
the other mines of the division and will 
also start to work at once. This makes 
uniformity all along the Wheeling di­ 
vision.

Everything is in an uproar there. The 
operators are telegraphing for cars and 
they want m en^ll the men they can 
get at as cents. Little has yet been done 
in the Panhandle district In coal mining. 
The miners are waiting until after thfi 
convention to be held today. Although 
the majority seem to be in favor of 
ignoring the ten*day clause of the Co­ 
lumbus convention all are not. There is 
likely to be a lively light over the 
breaking of the ten-day clause when 
the matter comes up before the conven­ 
tion. Jacob Aufholder, one of the lead­ 
ers of the miners In the McDonald field, 
told Dolan that he and his men thought 
the pledge ought to be kept. There are 
likely to be some of the delegates at the 
meeting today who will be of the same 
opinion as Aufholder. 


Fight 1« to Oo OM Im WMt TIrglnla. 
Prom Flalrmont, W. Va.. comes the 
following: ‘‘Thomas W. Carney thus 
sums up the mining situstion In this 
state: *We are going to flght the battle 
until every operator in West Virginia 
recognises union labor.' Carney is now 
In charge* of the Pairmont district, Rea 
having been removed. Chris Evans, ex­ 
secretary of the American Federation of 
I«abor. Joins him here tomorrow morn­ 
ing and other agitators will be here the 
last of the week. The strike will be pro­ 
longed until the operators of this state 
sign the scale. Carney says the prom­ 
ises made the miners of West Virginia 
that after Pennsylvania and Ohio got 
fair rates they would receive attention 
Is to be fulfilled." 


Indlsim Hl«ii M««t Tomorrow. 


Terre Haute, Ind., Sept. 15.—President 
Knight, of the United Mine Workers for 
Iiidiana. has returned from Columbus 
and called a state convention for tomor­ 
row. It is expected that there will be a 
meeting of Indiana bituminous operators 
In this city the same day, and an effort 
will be made to arrange a Joint confer­ 
ence with a view to effecting a settle­ 
ment at 56 cents to run until December, 
when, according to the Columbus settle­ 
ment, there will lie an interstate Joint 
conference to fix the scale for the calen- 
dir irear of 1898. The operators of south­ 
ern Indiana are understood to l>e willing 
to enter into such a contract, but there 
la some doubt about the operators of 
northern Indiana. 


In the Pimlrle and Bueiuiye States. 
Cleveland, Sept. 15.—The coal miners 
lb the Massillon district held a delegate 
mass-meeting yeaterday and decided to 
accept the new rate for mining at the 
expiration of the ten days' limit. Parts 
of the compromise agreement were re­ 
jected,' however, and a committee was 
appointed to confer with the operators. 
If the demands of the men are not 
granted in ten days the strike will be 
continued. 


Springfield, Ills., Sept. 15.—A special 
from Tallula to The State Register says 
the miners will go to work there today 
at 44 cents per ton. an increase of 6 cents 
over the rate they were being paid when 
they struck two weeks ago.

ILLINOIS PBDCRATION OP LABOB, 


Prceldent Blefler*s View of the ^aelpies 
It Shonid Adopt. 


Bloomington, Ills., Sept. 15.—Large at­ 
tendance marked the opening session of 
the fifteenth annual convention of the 
Illinois Federation of Labor, which be­ 
gan here yesterday morning. President 
Charles RIefler called the meeting to 
order and mayor Koch delivered the ad­ 
dress of welcome, Presldsnt Rlsfler re­ 
sponding. The principal business of ths 
morning was the adoption of resolutions 
protesting against awarding the con­ 
tract for printing the national organ of 
the Modern Woodmen to the Nebraska 
State Journal company, a non-union 
shop. The resolutions were telegraphed 
to the meeting of the head ofRcera of the 
Woodmen, now in session at Fulton, 
lllai, aao an anawer was recelVjMl stat­ 
ing the matter waM being considered. 


In an interview Prealdent RIefler 
stated that the prospect for a settlsment 
of the miners* strike In Illinois^ by which 
an advance from the former scale is 
given, does not appear hopeful. In hia 
address RIefler paid particular attention^ 
to the acta of the laat IsgMature nnd 
what he claims to have l>een its con­ 
temptuous treatment of meatsur^ fla­ 
vored by the labor element. While many 
queatlona of importance will occupy the 
attention of the convention, that of the 
shooting by deputy sheriffs of strikers in 
Pennsylvania overshadowed all outers. 


The keynote of President Riefler^s ad­ 
dress was the following paragraph: 
*‘Just so long as labor must divide the 
products of its toll with those who con­ 
trol the opportunities to labor, Juat so 
long will millionalrss and paupers alike 
exist in society. Superficial remedies are 
Inadequate to sulidue fundamental ilia." 
He recommended the federation to “take 
a bold and unequivocal stand in favor 
of—First, the abolition of land monopoly 
by levying all taxes upon land values, 
irreapective Improvements, in lieu of all 
other taxes; second, the government 
ownership of railroads, telegraphs and 
telephones, and their operation for the 
convenience of the people and for their 
benefit: third, the municipal ownership 
snd control of all thoae public conven­ 
iences which become a necessity by rea­ 
son of the centralisation of populati<m. 
To èmancipate labor, it la first of all 
necessary to destroy those who enslaive 
it." He also recommended the tsking of 
measures to secure action by congres 
looking to the establishment and main 
tenance of postal savings banks. 


Aa soon as the president had ended his 
address J. E. Faselow, of Chicago, of­ 
fered fiery resolutfona protesting against 
the action of the deputies at Haaleton 
Pa. The resolutions were a bitter denun­ 
ciation of that action, stating that the 
victims, whose only crime was to march 
along the 
highway, were 
brutally 
slaughtered like swine for refusing to 
obey the mandate of a blood-thirsty 
gang of highwaymen. The only remedy 
for these disastrous evils is the abolition 
of the courts, the removal of the cor­ 
rupt Judges, or the meeting of the ene­ 
my with his own weapona.” The reso­ 
lutions closed by stating that the time 
had arrived when men of labor should 
be armed to be able to combat the hire 
lings of the corporations. After a heated 
disussion the resolutions were referred. 


T. J. O'Brien offered a resolution which 
waa adopted to the effect that the trades 
union movement is menaced by the ef­ 
forts of revolutionary agitators to divert 
them with the true object of the organ­ 
isation, assistsnce and encouragement of 
labor comblnatlona in maintainingeqult 
able wages, and (|i<Klaiming and dis­ 
avowing all Impracticable socialistic the­ 
ories. snd anarchism of any kind. 


Riot at a Pennsylvania Mine, 


Pittsburg. Sept. 15.—The Darr mine 
(HI the Younghlogheny river, operated 
by Osborne ft Saeger, of Cleveland, O., 
was the scene of a riot yesterday which 
will probably result in the death of at 
least one man. 
The machine miners 
started to work on Monday and yes­ 
terday a mob of diggers who were op­ 
posed to the men working gathered at 
the bit to give the workers a hot re­ 
ception when they came out of the mine 
As the miners began coming out they 
were stoned bacii into the pit, 
and 
several shots were fired into the pit 
mouth after the retreating men. One 
man, whose name cannot be learned 
more daring than the rest, ventured into 
the open and was stoned unmercifully 
He will probably die from the effects of 
the abuse.

Blatant Postmaster General Heath be 
enjoined from removing him from office. 
The case has been considered In the 
nature of a test of the power of re­ 
moval. and the delivery of the opinion 
drew to the court room many public of- 
fldalsk Including menbeni of tlit civtl 
ssrvlce *!eommlsalon. 
Judge Cos's de­ 
cision was Ml elaborate review of tha 
law bearing on removals o< fedaral em­ 
ployes. He held at tha outset that It 
was not within the power of a court of 
equity to'grant relief Ip matters of ap- 
polBtmsnt and removals from office. 
Camailailaa Oaaaot Laglalata. 


Then 
taking up the merits of the 
case he stated that It was settled law 
|hat the power of removal was an In* 
cldent to |he power of appointment, 
and that both could be exerelssd by the 
head of a department In reference to 
subordinate officials. Concerning the 
dvll service law. Judge Cos held that 
It must not be construed to grant au­ 
thority. either to the dvll service com­ 
mission or to the president, -to make 
rules contrary to the law Itself, or of 
legislative character. He quoted with 
approval the decision of Justice Brewer 
that ooagress could not delegate Its 
power to legislate to any administra­ 
tive body. 


New llalaa Ara UHra VInM. 


The decision sums up as. follows: *‘The 
simple inquiry Is whether the rules in­ 
voked by the complainant—whether the 
president or the commission or both be 
the authors of them—are such as the 
civil service act authorised to be es 
tabllshed. 
In my Judgment, they are 
ultra virea and void. I have no doubt 
that the president may lay down rulea 
for the Internal policy of hia admlnia- 
tratlon, and may require his chief ex­ 
ecutive officers, dependent upon 
his 
pleasure for their terms of office, to con­ 
form to them or else to sever their of­ 
ficial relations with him, and in that 
sense the rules relied upon by the com­ 
plainant were within his political and 
execiltlve authority. 
But the enforce­ 
ment of iuch rules Is a mstter between 
the president and his cabinet, and not 
a matter for the courts or one In which 
the complainant has any legs! interest. 


ConatroM tha Law m It la. 


*'A11 that I mean to state in this opin­ 
ion Is that the rules in question were 
not such sa the civil service act au- 
thorlsea and do not derive any efficacy 
from that act. 1 know of nothing more 
Important to the Interests of the coun­ 
try than the policy which the civil ser­ 
vice legislation was intended to initiate 
and promote, and it is perhaps a m atter 
of great regret that the act of Jan. 
16. 1883 (the civil service ac(), has not 
gone further than it does. 
But it is 
,my duty to construe it as it is. 
Rule» Caaaot Chang« tha Law. 


"To sum up. I concluded th at apart 
from the civil service act the postmaster 
general had the authority to remove 
the complainant 
from 
otnce at 
his 
pleasure; th at this law makes no change 
In this respect except to forbid re­ 
movals 
for refusals to contribute to 
partisan objects: that the power given 
to the commission and the president to 
establish rules to carry that act into 
effect 
does not authorise 
any rule 
which shall make a change in the taw 
in this respect; and consequently th at 
even if this court had jurisdiction in a 
case like the present one. the complain­ 
ant is not entitled to the relief prayed."

Judge's Deolslaa is Mot Inlmleal 
ftarvlc«, it I» AsMirtMl. 


That the civil service commission does 
not regard the deciirion of Judge Cox 
aa inimical to the service Is Indicated 
by the following atatem ent made by one 
of the members of th at body: 
"The 
opinion of Judge Cox In no way affects 
the binding character of the pre^dent’s 
order upon all offlcers of the service. 
The president has authority Inherent In 
his office to make removals. The intent 
was that the appointing officer in m ak­ 
ing removals should be put on record 
as to the grounds of his action and give 
the accused an opportunity to be heard 
in his own defen.He. 
It was deemed 
that this action would prevent removals 
for other causes than the good of the 
service. Such an order does not In the 
least Impair the power of discipline nor 
Impede the proper exercise of the power 
of removal. It simply serves as a check 
upon the appointing officer who acts 
from political or less worthy motives. 


"The appointing officer who acts with 
sole regard to the best Interests of the 
service will deem it but Just to the pub­ 
lic and to the employe affected th at a 
record be made. 
It was the lack of 
Just such records as these that has 
given opportunity to the critics of the 
civil service law since its enactment to 
charge th at removals from the public 
service have been made mainly for po­ 
litical reasons. 
The fact Is that the 
majority of removals have been made 
for peitectly proper reasons, but be­ 
cause thete reasons were not put upon 
record different 
administrations have 
exposed 
themselves to much 
unjust 
criticism. 


**The practice of making a record of 
the reatons for removals has existed for 
many yeart In toms parts of the ser­ 
vice with highly ^beneficlal results, and 
the nsw ordsr moroly milM t this prac­ 
tice mandatory In all parts of the ser 
vice.

Pvealéoal Blefiee*» View at tiM Prtaelplee

Bloomington, Ills., Sept. 16.—Large at­ 
tendance marked the opening eseston of 
the fifteenth annual iconventlon of the 
Illinois Federation of «Labor, which be­ 
gan here yesterday morning. President 
Charlee RIefier called the meeting to 
order and mayor Koch delivered, the ad­ 
dress ot weleome. Presldsnt RIefier re- 
apondlng. The ^nclpel buslnsss of the 
morning was thé adoption of resolutions 
protesting against awarding the oon- 
tract for printing the national organ of 
the Meden Woodmen to the Hebraalia 
State Journal company, a non-union 
ahop. The reeolutions were telegraphed 
te the meeting of the head ofiloèré of the 
Woodmen, now In ssesioqt ati Fülton. 
Ilia, aaa an answer was received stat­ 
ing the matter waa being coBfldered.. 


In an Interview Preeident RIefier 
italed that the prospect ter a aettlsnent 
et the miners* strike la Illinois^ by which 
an advance from the former soale Is 
given, deee net appear, hopeful, la his 
addreee RIefier M d particular attentloa 
to the eota of the last IsglsUHure aad 
what he daims to have been Its'oon- 
temptuoue treatment of meeeurea fa­ 
vored by the labor element. While many 
questiona ot importance will ocoupy the 
attention of the convention, that of the 
shooting by deputy sherilfs of strikers In 
Pennsylvania overshadowed all others. 


The keynote of President Rlefier's ad­ 
dress was the following paragraph: 
**Juet so long as labor must divide the 
products of Its toll with those who coo- 
trot the opportunltlee to labor. Juat so 
long will mllllonalree and paupers alike 
exist in society. Superficial remedlea are 
inadequate to subdue fundamental Ilia'* 
He recommended the federation to *‘take 
a tiold and unequivocal stand In favor 
of—First, the abolition of land monopoly 
by levying all taxee upon land values. 
Irrespective Improvements, in lieu of all 
other taxes: second, the government 
ownership of railroads, telegraphs and 
telephones, and their operation for the 
convenience of the people and for their 
benefit: third, the municipal ownership 
and control of all those public conven­ 
iences whhth become a necessity by rea­ 
son of the centralisation of population. 
To emancipate labor, it is first, of all 
necessary to destroy those who enslave 
it" He also recommended the taking of 
measures to secure action by congress 
looking to the establishment and main­ 
tenance of postal savings banks. 


As soon as the president had ended his 
address J. E. Fsselow, of Chicsgo, of­ 
fered fiery reeolutions protesting against 
the action of the deputies at Haaleton 
Pa. The résolutions were a bitter denun­ 
ciation of that sctlon, ststing chat the 
"victims, whose only crime wastomsrch 
along the 
highway, were 
brutally 
slaughtered like swine for refusing to 
obey the mandate of a blood-thlrsts 
gang of highwaymen. The only remedy 
for these disastrous evils is the abolition 
of the courts, the removal of the cor­ 
rupt Judges, or the meeting of the ene­ 
my with his own weapons." The reso­ 
lutions olosed by stating that the time 
had arrived when men of labor should 
be armed to be able to combat the hire­ 
lings of the corporations. After a heated 
dlsussion the resolutions were referred. 


T. J. O'Brien offered a resolution which 
was sdopted to the effect that the trades 
union movement la menaced by the ef 
forts of revolutionary agitatone to divert 
them with the true object of the organ­ 
isation. assistance and encouragement of 
labor combinations in mslntainlng equit­ 
able wages, and dlsclsimlng and dis 
avowing all impracticable socialistic the 
orles, and anarchism of any kind.

Pittsburg. Sept. 15.—The Darr mine 
on the Tounghiogheny river, operated 
by Osborne A Saeger, of Cleveland. O., 
was the scene of a riot yesterday which 
will probably result in the death of at 
least one man. The machine miners 
started to work on Monday and yes 
terdsy a mob of diggers who were op­ 
posed to the men working gathered at 
the pit to give the workers a hot re­ 
ception when they came out of the mine. 
As the miners began coming out they 
were stoned back into the pit, 
and 
seversl ehots were fired into the pit 
mouth after the retreating men. One 
man, whose name cannot be learned, 
more daring than the rest, ventured into 
the open and was stoned unmercifully. 
He will probably die from the effects of 
the abuse.

IS KNOWN IN ST. JOSEPH. 


John Bloom Who Buloldad In Chica­ 
go Baturday. 


John Bloom, a ship carpenter well 
known to Chicago shipbuilders, jumped 
into a coal slip in the Calumet river 
at Ninety-fourth street, Chicago, Satur­ 
day evening after tying a rope loosely 
about his hands and weighting his 
pockets with scrap iron.

Bloom is well known to the early set­ 
tlers of St. Joseph. He made that city 
his home for a number of years and was 
one of the survivors of the Hippocam 
i>U6 shipwreck many years ago.

WMhlngton, Sept. 16.-~Judge Cox, of 
the aupreme court of the Dlatrlct of 
Cfriumbia, yeaterday dlamiaaed the bill 
of complaint of John O. Wood, aupertn- 
tendent of malli at tioutavllle, praylnt 
that Poetmaater General Gary and Aa- 
■ latant Poatmaater General Heath be 
enjoined from removing him from office. 
The caae haa been conaldered in the 
nature of a teet of the power of re­ 
moval, and the delivery of the opinion 
drew to the court room many puhllo of- 
flelala includint members of thé civil 
aervice commlaalon. 
Judfe Cox'a dé­ 
cision was an elaborate review of the 
law bearlttff on removals of federal em- 
ployea. He held at the outaet that It 
waa not within the power of a court of 
equity to grant , relief in matters of ap- 
polBtiiient and removals from office. 
OsmHislin Cannot Laftalnta. 


Then taklns up the merits of the 
case he stated that It was settled law 
ihat the power of removal waa an In­ 
cident to the power of appointment, 
and that both could be exerblaed by^the 
head of a department in reference to 
subordinate officisla. Concemlns the 
dvll service law, *Judfe Cox held that 
it must not be construed to srant au 
therlty, either to the dvtl servloe com­ 
mission or to the president, to make 
rules contrary to the law'Itself, or of a 
legislative character. He quoted with 
ai^proval the decision of Juatlce Brewer 
that oongreas could not delegate Ita 
power to legtolate to any admintatra- 
tlve body. 


Wow Rnlaa Afo Vllra TIroa. 


The decision sums up as follows: *The 
simple inquiry la whether the rules in­ 
voked by the complainant—whether the 
prealdent or the commlaalon or both be 
the authors of them—are such aa the 
civil aervice act Jiuthorlsed to be es­ 
tablished. In my Judgment, they are 
ultra vires and void. I have no doubt 
that the president may lay down rulea 
for the Internal policy of hia admlnia- 
tratlon, and may require hia chief ex 
ecutlve officers, dependent upon 
his 
pleaaure for their terms of office, to con­ 
form to them or elae to sever their of­ 
ficial relatione with him, and in that 
aenae the rulea relied upon by the com­ 
plainant .were within hia political and 
executive authority. But the enforce­ 
ment of auch rulea la a matter between 
the prealdent and hia cabinet, and not 
a matter for the courta or one In which 
the complainant haa any legal intereat 
ConstruM tho I,aw ns It 
*A1I that I mean to state in thia opin­ 
ion la that the rules In queatlon were 
not auch aa the civil aervice act au­ 
thorises, and do not derive any efficacy 
from that act. I know of nothing more 
Important to the Interesta of the coun­ 
try than the policy which the civil ser 
vice legialatlon waa intended to initiate 
and promote, and it is perhaps a matter 
of great regret that the act of Jan 
16, 1883 (the civil service ac(). haa not 
gone further than it does. But it la 
my duty to construe it as It la. 


RuIm Cannot Chang* the Law. 


**To sum up, I concluded that apart 
from the civil service act the postmaster 
general had the authority to remove 
the complainant from 
office at 
hia 
pleaaure: that this law makes no change 
in thia respect except to forbid re 
movala for refusals to contribute to 
partisan objecta; that the power given 
to the commission and the president to 
eatablish rules to carry that act into 
effect 
does not authorise 
any rule 
which ahall make a change In the law 
in thia respect; and consequently that 
even If this court had Jurisdiction In a 
caae like the present one, the complain 
ant la not ^titled to the relief prayed.

fudge's Doclslon Is Not Inimical to th* 
Sarvlve, It Is AMorted, 


That the civil aervice commission does 
not regard the decision of Judge Cox 
aa inimical to the service Is indicated 
by the following statement made by one 
of the members of that body: 
“The 
opinion of Judge Cox in no way affects 
the binding character of the president’ 
order upon all officers of tlie^ service 
The president has authority inherent in 
his oftlce to make removals. The intent 
was that the appointing officer in mak 
ing removaia should be put on record 
as to the grounds of his action and give 
the accused an opportunity to be heard 
in his own defense. 
It was deemed 
that this action would prevent removals 
for other causes than the good of the 
service. Such an order does not In the 
leaat impair the power of discipline nor 
impede the proper exercise of the power 
of removal. It simply serves aa a check 
upon the appointing officer who acts 
from political or less worthy motives. 


‘‘The appointing ofncer who acts with 
sole regard to the best interests of the 
service will deem it but Just to the pub 
lie and to the employe affected that a 
record be made. 
It was the lack of 
Just such records as these that has 
given opportunity to the critics of the 
civil aervice law since its enactn^ent to 
charge that removals from the public 
service have been made mainly for po 
lltlcal reason» 
The fact is that the 
majority of removals have been'made 
for perfectly proper reaaona. but be 
cause thSM reasons were not put upon 
record dllftrent administrations have 
exposed themselves to much 
unjust 
criticism. 


**TIm» practice of making a record of 
the reasons for removals has existed for 
many years in soma parts of the ser­ 
vice with hlfMy bsnsflelal rtsiilts. and 
the new order msrsljr mskss this prac­ 
tice mandatory In all parts of ths ssr-' 
vfcf.

That the civil wrvlce commission doea 
not regard the decision of Judge Cox 
as inimical to the service Is indicated 
by the following statement made by one 
of the members of that body: 
**The 
opinion of Judge Cox In no way affects 
thè binding character of the president's 
order upon all officers of the service. 
The president has authority inherent in 
his office to make removals. The Intent 
was that the appointing officer in mak­ 
ing removals should be put on record 
as to the grounds of his action and give 
the accused an opportunity to be heard 
in his own defense. 
It was deemed 
that this action would prevent removals 
for other causes than the good of the 
service. Such an order doea not in the 
least, impair the power of discipline nor 
Impede the proper exercise of the power 
of removal., It simply serves as a check 
upon the appointing officer who acts 
from political or less worthy motives.
